DISEASE OR MENTAL Ql IRK? 


For the past two decades, frequent attempts have been 
made to create a new ‘disease’. So successful has been the re­ 
porting of medical columnists in the newspapers and maga­ 
zines plus the reading of scientific papers hefore learned 
medical groups that the “disease” is now carried in the 
newer medical reference works. 
The strangest aspect of the ailment, being popularized 
as “Cat Scratch Disease”, is the indisputable fact that i! 
affects only ailurophobe?; ailurophile* apparently having 
a natural immunity against the phantom abnormality. 
The American Feline Society has, at the insistence of its 
members, steadily refuted these medical claims, endlessly 
asked for clinical proof, denounced the whole idea as a scien­ 
tific hoax and otherwise plagued the individual medical col­ 
umnists and their distributing syndicates, as well as the 
newspapers and mazagines carrying the material. 
A cross-section poll of medical doctors among the Society’s 
membership proved inconclusive to this extent; the good 
doctors either chuckled or gave forth with a belly laugh. “ Is 
it or is it not a disease**” we of the Sovietv asked. Laughter 
was the only answer. 
On the other hand, health department officials simply 
point to the newer medical reference works, listing “eat 
scratch fever” and defining the same as, “ A benign sub­ 
acute regional lymphadenitis which may proceed to sterile 
suppuration or subsile spontaneously.” Flirtier, “ it occurs 
in people who have had contact 
^tvi usually follows a 
scratch or bite.” 
Life-long cat enthusiasts snort. “ How utterly ridiculous!'* 
And, with good reason, too. As is well known, medical scien­ 
ce is not static. Millions of dollars arc being spent constant­ 
ly in research. New’ ideas (and, of course, new trends fire 
developed, while the older, etahlished ideas are discarded. 
People’s imagination works overtime in a great many in­ 
stances and presto! a brand new ‘disease* has lw*en created! 
Taking the position that we are living in A. lh 1957 and 
certainly not in the Middle ages; also that childish belief.;, 
superstitions and phobias should plat* no part in today’s 
living, the Society sought and obtained an official statement 
from the American Medical Association, by it* top officials, 
David Allman, M. IT, president a n d George F. I .nil. M. lh, 
secretary and general manager. 
The statement says,

re la tiv e lo the subject of 
‘T a t Scratch Disease.” This disease is listed in Standard 
Nomenclature of Diseases and Operation* a* nonbacteria I 
regional lymphadenitis and, of course, any official reference 
to the disease should be by its proper name.” 
There you have it. A common scratch! 
As a footnote, one must not rule out secondary infection. 
J h a t is to say, in the event of a scratch cauked by a cat, the 
usual precautions should be taken, such as washing with 
soapy whaler, applying a disinfectant and a dab of some heal­ 
ing agent. A cookie or a piece of candy helps, too!

Spending by the Federal government for various farm 
program activities—amounting to an estimated $5 billion 
this fiscal year— is at the rate of $1,000 for every farm in 
the nation. 
This is highlighted bv two recent facts: (I) spending by 
the Federal government for “agriculture and agricultural re­ 
sources’’ in fiscal 1958 is the highest in the history of such 
spending, and (2) the mid-year review of the Federal bud­ 
get estimated that $739 million more would be spent this 
fiscal year for farm price supports and certain other farm 
activities than had been calculated in January. 
The impact of this current spending—three-fourths of it 
for buying surplus commodities and for other activities to 
help stabilize farm prices and farm incomes— is the more 
apparent, when compared with fiscal 1941. In that year 
Federal spending for farm activities was at the rate of 
about $209 per farm. 
Between 1941 and 1954, during which time the number 
of farms decreased by about one million, government spend­ 
ing per farm more than doubled. 
Between 1954 and 1956, while the number of farms fell 
by more than 200.000, the rate of Federal program spending 
per farm again doubled, to $990. 
From 1941 to 1956. Federal spending for farm programs 
went from $1.3 billion to nearly $5 billion; the numl>er of 
farms meanwhile declined by more than I million, from 6.3 
million to 5 million. 
In fiscal 1957, farm program spending fell off a little, hut 
in the current fiscal year (1958) it is officially estimated to 
be $5 billion. Available preliminary figures show* that in 
1957 the number of farms declined further to 4.8 million. 
All indications are that the number of farms did not increase 
in fiscal 1958.

system of labor courts to which an 
em ployer can t ush if he’s hit by

judgm ent centers w herever th e re’s 
violence, dynam iting, m ass picket­ 
ing or any costly dispute—reg ard ­ 
less of w hether the union or the 
em ployer is responsible. 
These labor courts, in the view 
of the soions. would resem ble the 
special tax courts which are part 
of the federal judiciary system . 
The governm ent created the tax 
courts to take a load off the regu­ 
lar judiciary. Tax cases, like la­ 
bor argum ents, are com plex and 
need special knowledge. The tax 
court 
judges, 
appointed 
by

president, are specialists. So would 
the labor court judges be if this 
system is set up.

So, rath er than get into a battle 
over some legislative “ w-hatnik.”

County farms IO ye­ 
ars ago is revealed by surveys 
made 
in 
each

years. * 
These were determined by checks 
made on every field on an east and I 
west road and a north 
and south 
read extending across the county. 
The average of IS, 183 stalks per 
acre found this year compares wi­ 
th 11,400 stalks by a sim ilar survey 
conducted in 1955. and required a 
bushel of regular flat seed to aro­ 
und 4 to 5 acres * a quite of diff­ 
erence from the one bushel to 8 to 
IO acres planted in 1947. 
The significance of this thicker 
planting in increasing corn yield 
is revealed by 37 demonstrations 
conducted on local farms in rece­ 
nt years showing that corn planted 
to'give an average of 15.538 stalks 
per acre has produced 14 bushels 
more than corn planted in the sa­ 
me fields mi th a stalk population 
of 11,224. 
Where soils are supplied with a 
reasonable amount of nitrogen fr­ 
om previously grown legume cro­ 
ps or ample nitrogen is supplied in 
the form of commercial fertilizer 
we believe that a minimum stalk 
population should bt' ground 14,0- 
00 and may well bt' as high as 16,- 
000. We have questioned the prac­ 
tice of planting to get 18.000 to 20. 
OOO stalks per acre but it has not
